* The Form Bureau has just passed 
through one of the worst years sinew, 
its’ organization, because of the short-] 
age in help, and particulary in money I 
lines," declared W. B. Bryson, presi­ 
dent o^ Greene County Farm 
Bureau J 
in the introductory address at the an-, 
Dual meeting ot the county organiza­ 
tion. held in the Assembly room. 
of 
the Court. House. Saturday. 
‘‘Nevertheless, we are proud of the] 
last year’s work, which has shown 
marked advai ement 
in 
club 
work, 
township organization, and co-opern-i 
lions. Tho worrysome money matters 
cf the organization have been solved 
bv the collection of dues, which has 
birn difficult owing to the adverse 
conditions with which th** fanners 
h a v e been confronted," Mr. Bryson de- 
i lured. 
Throughout hts address President 
Bryson, stressed 
the importance of 
the voice of the township organiza­ 
tions, and the smaller districts in th J 
management and work of the County 
(--pan libation. 
The program of the 
annual meeting showed the impor­ 
tance thai the various districts of the 
r ounty held in the central organiza­ 
tions. evidenced by the number of 
local speakers appearing. 
Tho advancement of the state and 
National Farm Bureau organization 
and the accomplishments completed 
w ere dwelt upon by Mr. Bryson dur­ 
ing his address. Mr. Bryson attended 
three tentative Farm Bureau organ­ 
ization meetings, during the past few* 
years, 
at 
Indianapolis, 
Atlanta. 
Georgia, aud Chicago^ and showed 
the progress in the organization and 
system izing of the state and nation­ 
al organizations 
during 
these 
ses­ 
sions. 
“Time has proven", said Mr Bry­ 
son., “that organization is necessary, 
and that the fanners who are not 
organized are at sea " 
The Farm Bureau is now system­ 
atized. and the farmer that isn’t a 
rn mn her is “out of luck." 
Among the chief problems that are 
Daw facing the farmer and the farmer 
organize lions, is that of co-operative 
marketing 
This 
problem 
was 
brought out at the National Conven­ 
tion at Chicago, this week, said Mr 
Bryson, who cited the grain market­ 
ing problem as that holding the most 
interest for the local farmers. 
The 
importance of co-operative selling has 
been demonstrated by the cotton in­ 
dustry in the south the speaker said, 
declaring that “The man who is not 
in the Farm Bureau in the 
south Is 
not recognized, and will in time, be 
outcast everywhere. 
Mr. Bryson expressed his belief 
and confidence in the success of the 
cooperative grain marketing plan, but 
does not look for the relization of 


such a movement within two years. 
One plan of organization, aa present­ 
ed at the National Convention, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Bryson, was that of form­ 
ing a central sales corporation at 
Chicago, which would rent the other 
elevators at other points, at one-half 
of two per cent of tho building cost. 
Through Vie central sales agency the 
wheat and grain would 
be placed in 
tho elevators rented, certificates to 
lie issued to the farmers co-operattng 
with the sale organization. 
From figures obtained at the con­ 
vention, Mr. Bryson stated that the 
normal supply of grain is eight hur- 
dred million bushel, while only alx 
hundred million bushel is used. It 
was suggested at the convention that 
the surplus two million bushel to© mar­ 
keted at what ever price could be 
obtained, which would result in the 
result of the c&mpetition of the cen­ 
tral sales organization. Mr. Bryson 
spoke of the success of the co-opera, 
rive livestock plan, for which he held 
no fears for future success. 
A resolution was passed at the Chi­ 
cago convention, 
according to 
Mr. 
Bryson, asking that immigration into 
the United States be investigated and 
sifted down at the point of embarka­ 
tion, instead of at Ellis Island In this 
country. About one half of the num­ 
ber of immigrants that come to this 
country eventually return to Europe, 
Mr. Bryson stated, the class that re­ 
mains being unfit for farm labor, In­ 
creasing the problem tax for the farm­ 
er. 
1 
“As lo the farmers sticking to­ 
gether,” declared President Bryson. 
“I have no hesitancy along that lin'\ 
end it will succeed as sure as tile 
sun shines. The Farm Bureau might 
merge into a larger organization, but 
the principles of the organization .ire 
lasting. 
The importance of restricted pro­ 
duction as presented to the National 
1 Convention by Governor Lowden, WA3 
declared wrong toy the delegates on 
the floor of the house, 
stated Mr. 
Bryson. “He was wrong economically,’ 
the speaker stated, “ because the pro­ 
ducer is going to place his own price, 
and not allow boll weavila, 
chinch 
. bugs, rail strikes or any other outside 


force, to set his rate of production. ( 
“Greene County is going to carry 
out what was preached at the Na-, 
lienal Convention,” the speaker stat- j 
«d. "that of going lo the township 
And smallef communities for co oper-, 
Brin in carrying on the program of 
the organization, lf the Farm Bureau 
program fails, it will be only on th# 
lack of co-operation.” ho declared. 
The attendance that marks each 
annual meeting of the County Farm 
Bureau, was greatly cut down at tho 
meeting. Saturday due lo the trial 
in progress at the Court House.

There died in Philadelphia on Tuesday one 
of 
the 
noblest 
christian gentlemen that th is country has ever produced— Mr. 
,John Wanamaker. 
And not only a christian gentleman, but one 
of the most successful business men in the United States— show­ 
ing that christianity and business work well together when there 
is the disposition to have them do so. 
Starting out at the age of fourteen as a poor boy as an 
errand-boy in a book sore, he forged ahead for a long business 
life of over sixty years highly respected wherever known the 
world over. 
To somebody, whoever it was, who instilled in him 
the principles of christianity, is due much of the honor now ex­ 
pressed for the dead merchant prince. 
John Wanamaker was all his life a consistent christian and 
he brought to his a cu ities in church and Sunday school the 
same breadth of vision, the same magnificent enthusiasm, which 
lent luster to everything he touched. 
By the “Wanamaker idea” in the conduct of business and in 
making known to the people what he was doing and why he did 
it, is meant a recognition of that principle in business dealings 
which is the direct antithesis of a Vanderbilt’s famous remark, 
“The public be damned!” 
What Mr. Wanamaker did from the 
very beginning of his business career was to insist that the first 
principle of merchandising was to please his customers ; and the 
second, and no less important in its results in revolutionizing com­ 
mercial methods, was his policy of publicity, so well understood 
by the public. 
For instance, in his daily whole page advertise­ 
ment in the Philadelphia Public Ledger, he always carried at 
the 
upper corner a personally signed three or 
four 
inch 
square editorial, as though he was talking to his customers and 
saying something pertinent to the occasion. 
This had the effect 
of seeming to put him in personal touch with them. 
John Wanamaker was a pioneer, not alone in the vast ex­ 
pansion of the sphere of his merchandising until his stores sup­ 
plied virtually every human need, but in the methods by which 
his operations were conducted. If not the originator of the modem 
department store, it was his example which revolutionized the 
retail trade in clothing, drygoods a*nd the requirements of the 
household. 
It was his inspiration and his practice which made 
the “fixed price,” the universal rule in the better class of stores; 
and his liberality in dealing with purchasers, the extent to which 
he was willing to go to make a pleased customer a permanent one, 
his unswerving rule to deal squarely with his customers—these 
are practices and policies which have 
been 
copied 
wherever 
modem ideas of merchandising are to be found. 
His breadth of sympathy led him, long before the thought 
came to others, to establish unique relations with his work­ 
people • to introduce a system and methods which infused loyalty 
and zeal to a hitherto undreamed-of extent throughout his great 
stores. 
As a humanitarian and a profound believer of the es­ 
sential brotherhood of man he long will be remembered by his 
beneficiaries; and his guiding and sustaining hand will be greatly 
missed.

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JOHN WANAMAKER. 


There died in Philadelphia on Tuesday one 
of 
the 
noblest 
christian gentlemen that this country has ever produced— Mr. 
John Wanamaker. And not only a christian gentleman, but one j 
of the most successful business men in the United States—show­ 
ing that christianity and business work well together when there 
is the disposition to have them do so. 
Starting out at the age of fourteen as a poor boy as an 
errand-boy in a book sore, he forged ahead for a long business 
life of over sixty years highly respected wherever known the 
world over. 
To somebody, whoever it was, who instilled in him 
the principles of christianity, is due much of the honor now ex­ 
pressed for the dead merchant prince. 
John Wanamaker was all his life a consistent christian and j 
he brought to his a cu ities in church and Sunday school the 
same breadth of vision, the same magnificent enthusiasm, which 
lent luster to everything he touched. 
By the “Wanamaker idea” in the conduct of business and in 
making known to the people what he was doing and why he did 
it, is meant a recognition of that principle in business dealings 
which is the direct antithesis of a Vanderbilt’s famous remark, 
“The public be damned!” 
What Mr. Wanamaker did from the 
very beginning of his business career was to insist that the first 
principle of merchandising was to please his customers; and the 1 
second, and no less important in its results in revolutionizing com­ 
mercial methods, was his policy of publicity, so well understood 
by the public. 
For instance, in his daily whole page advertise­ 
ment in the Philadelphia Public Ledger, he always carried at 
the left upper corner a personally signed three or 
four 
inch 
square editorial, as though he was talking to his customers and j 
saying something pertinent to the occasion. 
This had the effect 
of seeming to put him in personal touch with them. 
John Wanamaker was a pioneer, not alone in the vast ex­ 
pansion of the sphere of his merchandising until his stores sup­ 
plied virtually every human need, but in the methods by which 
his operations were conducted. If not the originator of the modern 
department store, it was his example which revolutionized the 
retail trade in clothing, drygoods a’nd the requirements of the 
household. 
It was his inspiration and his practice which made i 
the “fixed price,” the universal rule in the better class of stores; j 
and his liberality in dealing with purchasers, the extent to which ; 
he was willing to go to make a pleased customer a permanent one, J 
his unswerving rule to deal squarely with his customers—these I 
are practices and policies which have 
been 
copied 
wherever 1 
modem ideas of merchandising are to be found. 
His breadth of sympathy led him, long before the thought 
came to others, to establish unique relations with his work­ 
people; to introduce a system and methods which infused loyalty 
and zeal to a hitherto undreamed-of extent throughout his great 
stores. 
As a humanitarian and a profound believer of the es­ 
sential brotherhood of man he long will be remembered by his J 
beneficiaries; and his guiding and sustaining hand will be greatly j 
missed.

DURING JULY, AUGUST 


AND SEPTEMBER OE YEAR 


O w ners of 157 farm s, scattered 
over 20 Ohio counties, report th a t 
their hens laid a third m ore eggs 
during July, A ugust and Septem ­ 
ber than they bad laid 
in 
the 
spring and early sum m er.

reverses the usual order. 
H ens 
generally fall off in th e ir laying 
after June.

Au Ohio farm er, W illiam H. Gil­ 
more, of Croton, Licking County, 
has probably broken the 
world s 
record as to the am ount 
of 
air- 
dried, shelled corn raised on IO 
acres. 
His yield last season was 
1343.1 bushels for the IO acres, or 
134.31 bushels to the acre, crops 
extension specialists of the Ohio 
S tate U niversity announced today. 
The record was m ade under of­ 
ficial auspices, the 
field 
having 
been entered in the 10-Acre Corn 
Contest of the Ohio 
S tate 
U ni­ 
versity, w herein rep resen tativ es of 
the S tate m easure both the field 
aud the yield. 
The previous high 
yield in these annual contests w as 
that of C larence Slack of M uskin­ 
gum County in 1919. 
Mr. 
Slack 
raised 128.6 bushels to the acre. 
Ohio's average yield is 41 bushels 
to the acre. 
“I believe that 
Mr. 
G ilm ore’s 
yield of 134 bushels to the acre is 
the highest official record for the 
U nited States, and for the world," 
said W allace H anger, crops spec­ 
ialist at the ITni verity s. announcing 
the result. 
He continued:' 
“This 
is the third year th a t Mr. Gilm ore 
has contested for our S tate H un­ 
dred Bushel Corn Club. 
He has 
averaged over IOO bushels to the 
acre for the th ree years. 
“This past season, he m ade p ar­ 
ticu lar effort, plowing down for 
corn a clover sod which had been 
heavily m anured half over.

al 2500 pounds of m ixed fertilizer, 
analyzing IO per cent phosphoric 
acid and 10p7 potash.

BREAKS WORLD’S RECORD 
ON IR DRIED SHELLED 
CORN RAISED IN PATCH 


Au Ohio farmer, William H. Oil- 
more, of Croton, Licking County, 
has probably broken the 
world's 
record as to the amount 
of 
air- 
dried. shelled corn raised on IO 
acres. 
His yield last season was 
1343.1 bushels for tho IO acres, or 
134.31 bushels to the acre, crops 
extension specialists of the Ohio 
State University announced today. 
The record was made under of­ 
ficial auspices, the 
field 
having 
been entered in the 10-Acre Corn 
Contest of the Ohio 
State 
Uni­ 
versity, wherein representatives of 
the State measure both the field 
aud the yield. 
The previous high 
yield in these annual contests was 
that of Clarence Slack of Muskin­ 
gum County in 1919. 
Mr. 
Slack 
raised 128.6 bushels to the acre. 
Ohio's average yield is 41 bushels 
to the acre. 
"I believe that 
Mr. 
Gilmore’s 
yield of 134 bushels to the acre is 
the highest official record for the 
United States, and for the world.” 
said Wallace Hanger, crops spec­ 
ialist at the Univeritys. announcing 
the result. 
He continued: 
"This 
is the third year that Mr. Gilmore 
has contested for our State Hun­ 
dred Bushel Corn Club. 
Ile has 
averaged over IOO bushels to the 
acre for the three years. 
“This past seasou. he made par­ 
ticular effort, plowing down for 
orn a clover sod which had been 
heavily manured half over. 
Then 
to each cf the IO acres he applied 
500 pounds of 
18 per cent 
acid 
phosphate, and to the 5 acres which 
had not been manured an addition­ 
al 2500 pounds of mixed fertilizer, 
analyzing IO per cent phosphoric 
acid and HK' potash.

“This does not mean the num­ 
ber of pigs farrowed 
per sow but 
the number of shoats fed to m ar­ 
keting weight for each brood sow- 
kept. This cactor overweighed that 
of tankage feeding, one generally 
recognized as important. 
“The eight farms which used the 
most tankage were 
divided 
into 
two groups of four. One group fed 
a pound of tankage to every 24 
pounds of corn, and raised pork at 
a cost of $6.31 a hundred weight. 
The second group fed almost, the 
same amount of tankage, one pound 
to 27 pounds of corn, yet had a pro­ 
duction cost 
of $8.31 
a hundred 
weigHf. 
“The first group of farms raised 
an average of nine pigs per sow, 
aud the second group raised an av­ 
erage of only five pigs to the sow. 
That made all the difference. 
"Proper feeding is important, but 
it is not more important than keep­ 
ing the sows in full production, and 
in raisng a large proportion of the 
young pigs.

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OHIO RECORDS DISCLOSE 


To determine whether Ohio can 
still raise sheep with profit, and 
why it is that some farmers do so 
much better with sheep than others 
27 owners of fine wool flocks in 
Morgan and Noble Counties have 
for the past year kept strict ac­ 
counts. in co-operation with rurai 
economists of tbs Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
Their results, no wcompiled at 
the University and announced from 
there, show that farms which fee I 
a limited amount of good alfalfa 
hay, and which pay attention to 
the lamb crop as well as to the 
wool crop, are making 
a 
fairly 
good thing out of sheep, even with 
wool and mutton prices as they 
have been in the past two years. 
The five of the entire 27 farms 
which produced wool most econo­ 
mically showed a final production 
cost of 19.4 cents a pound. Wool 
brought an average of 25 cents a 
pound for the 12 months in which 
records were kept. It is bringing 
more now. 
But the remaining 22 farms that 
kept accounts showed an average 
coat «f 37.5 cents per 
pound 
af 
wool and hence lost money.

That there is a direct relation 
between 
the 
cost 
of producing 
farm products and yield of crops 
is being borne out by figures from 
the cost account ring 
in Greene 
County and from similar studies 
over the state. 
This statement Is borne out bv 
the figures on the cost of produc­ 
ing wheat on 25 
farms in th* 
Greene County cost account ring 
in 1922. 
On the 12 farms where the cost 
of production was below the aver­ 
age for the group the yield averag­ 
ed 20.6 bushels with an average 
cost of $1.03 per bushel. 
On 13 
farms where the cost was above 
the average the yield averaged 17,8 
bushels or 2.8 bushels below tho 
other group while the cost aver­ 
aged $1.33 per bushel or 30 cents 
per bushel higher than the low 
cost farms. The average yield for 
the whole ring was 19.6 bushels 
and the cost per bushel for all the 
farms was $1.17. 
The most interesting 
case 
in 
tho whole group comes from a 
farmer who was farming on two 
farms. The yield of wheat on one 
farm was 27.3 bushels 
per 
aero 
the highest recorded for the whole 
number. On this field the cost of 
producing wheat was 95 cents per 
bushel. On another farm this same 
man had a field of wheat making 
13.1 bushels per acre, the lowest 


HENS LAY MORE EGGS 
DURING JULY, AUGUST 
ANO SEPTEMBER OF YEAR 


Owners of 157 farms, scattered 
over 20 Ohio counties, report that 
their hens laid a third more eggs 
during July, August and Septem­ 
ber than they had laid 
in 
the 
spring and early summer. 
This 
reverses the usual order. 
Hens 
generally fall off in their laying 
after June. 
It wasn't the season, 
say poulty extension specialists at 
the Ohio 
State 
University, 
to 
whom the reports were made. 
Tt 
was simply that these 157 flocks 
were fed a summer mash rich in 
animal protein, and served with a 
dash of vitamines in the form of 
green pasturage. 
The extension specialists, F. L. 
Dakan and G. S. Vickers, now an­ 
nounce final returns from the 157 
farmer 
“demonstrators'’ 
who 
agreed last spring to give this 
mash ration a trial on their home 
flocks. 
These demonstrators kept 
a count of egg yield for a week 
early in the season when they still 
had their 
hens 
on-hunt-and pe< k 
rations. 
The total for the week 
came to 32,930 eggs. 
Then, ( banging over to the Ohio 
nash. they kept tab on egg yields 
or three weeks. 
The total egg 
yield during the third week of this 
'ceding came to 43,865, the 
In- 
rease running about 70 eggs to 
he flock, or 911 dozen eggs in all. 
Some flocks showed increases as 
high as 400 per cent. 
Records like these were kept on 
ten farm flocks In Greene County, 
according to County Agent Prince, 
the egg production increase, being 
on an average of 50% on each 
flock, by use of 
the 
egg-laying 
mash. 
One flock the egg produc­ 
tion increase was 500%. produced 
by better feeding methods.

Cost figures from this and pre­ 
vious years seemed to prove tho 
general statement that high yields 
and low costs go hand in hard, 
while with low yields the reverse 
is true.

The previous high
